The account of the burning at the 
stake of the negro, Henry Smith, for 
his fearful crime perpetrated on the 
little four year old Myrtle Vance, at 
Paris, Texas, is almost too horrible to 
publish. An account received from 
there says: When tho news came 
that he had been captured at Hope, 
Ark., that he had been identified, 
city was wild with joy over tho af 
ot the fiend. Hundredi 
people poured into the city from the 
adjoining country, and the word 
passed from lip to lip that the punish- 
ment should fit the crime — that death 
by Are was the pcnantly Smith should 
pay for the most atocious murder aud 
terrible outrage in Texas history. 
Curious and sympathizing alike came 
s and in wagons, on horse and 
foot, to see if the frail mind of man 
could think of a way to sufficiently 
punish the perpetrator of so terrible a 
ime. Whisky shops were closed, 
uruly mobs were dispersed, schools 
were dismissed by proclamation from 
the Mayor, and everything was done 
business like manner. Officers 
saw the futility of an effort to quell 
the almost riot. So law was laid 
aside, and the citizens took in o their 
own hands tho inhuman beast and 
burned him at the stake. 
The history of the crime is as fol- 
ws ; On Thursday last Henry 
Smith, a big burly negro picked up 
little Myrtle Vance, aged three and 
half years, near her father, Police- 
lati Vance's, residence, and, giving 
her candy to allay her fears, carried 
her through the central portion of 
ity to Gibbons' pasture, just 
the corporate limits. En route 
h the city he was asked by 
! persons what he was doing 
with the child. Ho replied that she 
was Mr. Williams' little girl, and he 
vas carrying her to the depot. Ar- 
iving at the pasture, he. with inhu- 
manity too terrible to relate, first vic- 
iously assaulted tho innocent babe, 
and, satisfying his fiendish passion, 
took oue little limb in each hand, and 
Utterly toro her in twain. Then cov- 
ig the body with leaves aud brush, 
he lay down and slept calmy through 
the night by tho side of his victim. 

About 6 o'cloik Friday morning 
Smith awakened, went to the house 
of his wife, and forced her to cook 
him some breakfast. She asked him 
what had become ot that white child, 
tie replied : *'I ain't seen no white 
■hild, and don't have nothing to do 
with no damn white folks." 

Alter deliberately eating his break- 
fast, he left, and was not seen any 
more until his capture. 

About 2 o'clock Friday a mass 
me»ting was called at the Courthouse, 
and bodies of men were formed, of 
which captains were appointed, to 
search for the child. She was found 
mangled beyond recognition, covered 
with leaves and brush, as above men- 



tioned As soon as it was learnod.upon 
recovery of the body, that the crime 
was so atrocious, the whole town 
turned out in the chase. The railroads 
put up bulletins offering free trans- 
portation to all who would join in the 
search. Posses went out in every di- 
rection, and not a stone was left un- 
turned. Smith was tracked to De- 
troit on foot, where he jumped on a 
freight train and left for his old Home, 
in Hempstead county, Arkansas. Tu 
this county he was tracked, and yes- 
terday captured at Clow, a flag sta- 
tion on the Arkansas & Louisiana 
Railway, about twenty miles north ol 
Hope. 

Upon being questioned the fiend 
denied everything, but upon being 
stripped for examination, his under 
garments were seen to be bespattered 
with blood, and a part of his shirt was 
torn off, He was kept under heavy 
guard at Hope Thursday night, aud 
later confessed the crime. 

Arriving here at 12 o'clc 
train was met by a surging 
humanity ten thousand stron 
negro was placed on a carnival float, 
in mockery of a king upon his throne, 
and followed by the immense crowd 
was escorted through the city so that 
all might see the most inhuman mon- 
ster known in current hislory.

The Barren Sandi of Bummer 
Time Are in Winter Green 
With Vegetation. 

The general idea of the Sahara, 
.ays a writer in the New England 
Magazine, i« that it i« an immense 
plain of shifting sands, entirely unin- 
habited; (hat although the region is 
the wildest of that immense belt of 
deserts which, ; intersected only by a 
few water courses, extends uninter- 
reptedly from the Atlantic Ocean to 
the cast ef Siberia, it supports a popu- 
lation, settled or nomadic, of about 
3,500,000, t:.j. settled population being 
distributed over 125 oa*it. We under- 
stand by these oases every town or 
city generally surrounded by o belt of 
vegetation. As to the domestic vege- 
tation, it may be reckoned at 20,000,- 
000 palms and 10,000,000 fruit-bearing 
trees of other varieties. However, 
probably no more than one-three- 
hundredth of its whole surface is in- 
habitated or cultivated. 

The most important of the trees 
growing wild are the acacfa Arabica, 
two species of tamarisk (T. gallica and 
T. Bi ticulata), the pistacia, the lotus 
(Zisyplius, jujubn), and a few whose 
leaves furnish fodder fot cattle. 

The luxuriance of many oases is 
generally contrasted with the barren- 
ness of the desert. But, however bar- 
ren be the rugged waste in summer, 
so rich is its soil that the day follow- 
ing a rainfall wild grass is observed 
growing, especially in the depressions, 
but that frail vegetation which springs 
up with the sunshino of today is 
scorched by the sunshine of tomorrow. 
However, the general surface of the 
Sahara, so parched and fiery in sum- 
mer, wears a mantel of green ou all 
places uncovered by arid sands after 
the first autumnal rainfall. It pre- 
serves its green aspect during all the 
winter, and from that verdure the 
Bedouins, those traditional shepherds 
of the desert, derive their one means 
of life, the food for their numerous 
herds of cattle, the only thing which 
that immense waste affords to hu- 
manity. 

Iu May the burning sun scorches 
the wild grass, rain no longer enriches 
the soil, and as a result the Bedouins 
arc compelled to drive northward rnd 
sell the greater part of their cattle, 
with which they supply the markets 
of Morocco, Algeria, Tunis, Tripoli 
and many of Europe. 

The strong saline quality of the wa- 
ter found underground, the presence 
of fossils and shells belonging to 
strictlv marine families, the character 
of the tertiary strata, and the flatness 
and aaudiness of the soil are strong 
evidence for the theory that the Sa- 
hara was formerly the bottom of an 
inland sea.

The physical configuration of the 
general surface exhibits also many di- 
versified features. liaised mountain 
region, rocky hills of granite, sand- 
stone, limestone or gypsum ; deep ra- 
vines, breaking into huge cliff* ; vast 
depressions of land and broad valleys 
forming temporary lakes when rain is 
abundant; immense barren plains of 
sandy, pebbly or hard soil, intersected 
by beds of former rivers ; large tracks 
of sandhills, rising to considerable 
proportions, form the character of the 
face of the Sahara.

Each is a little world 
in itself, like an island in the midst of 
a trackless sea. They are general!; 
situated in a depression of laud o 
valley whore water may be more 
easily procured by natural or artifi- 
cial moans. In the winter running 
streams are filled and, if rain has been 
somewhat abundant, even small lakes 
arc formed round tho oases, which, 



mother of invention," and tho peopli 
of these oases of the desert prove ii 
their system of water-works that 
although Isolated from the world, 
they are not without ingenuity. They 
provide for their streams subterranean 
beds, which are roofed over with fiat 
•tones and covered with sand, Whirl] 
absorbs the sun's rays and koeps the 
water Iron, evaporating. 

The depth at which water is found 
varies 

nean sheet is generally found at a 
depth of five to fifteen feet, and the 
artesian wells touch water at from 100 
to 150 feet deep. I observed in gen- 
eral that the deeper the artesian wells 
were the less saline was the water. 
Will the Sahara at some future time 
be fertilized? It miy be if the pro- 
posed Trans-Saharo railroad be con- 
structed, and if the process of irriga- 
tion by artesian wells inaugurated by 
the French in the northern part con- 
tinues to be successful. Betides vast 
tracts may be wooded with natural 
forests, for many trees and plants are 
indigenous to the climate, and, as a 
matter of course, the wider and denser 
the forest area the- more rain will be 
attracted. 

But to achieve a peaceful settlement 
of this great desert it will be neces- 
sary to put a stop to the depredations 
of the Arab nomads and Tuiiriks, 
those bitter enemies to colonization, 
who live in tho de e.t waste like 
tigers in their dens, considering it as 
their traditional property, their safe- 
guard and natural refuge against the 
Northern invaders. 

The establishment of a rapid means 
of transport to replace tho slow "ship 
of the desert," as the natives term the 
camel, la the first step to bo takeu. A 
Trans-Sahara railway is the only fac- 
tor by whicli we can break through 
all the natural obstacles. This me-
